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A true report ot a moſt famous vic- 


toric, atchicued by a certain veſſell, called the black 
Galley of Dort, vpon the 30. day of Nouember laſt, 
16 00. wluch at that time tooke the Admirall of the 
Cuie of Antwerpe, with ſeven other ſhippes, all 
well ſurniſhe4 with munition 
for warre,

the conſent of the Lo2ds the Generall Eftates, there hath 
bene made and appoynted at Dort, a certaine Gallep being 
wellpzonided, with, all manner of munition ſeruing to 
the warre, and alſo well furniſhed with great Oꝛdinante. 
This Galley was called the blacke Galley of Dort, the 
which being wel manned with men of warre of Dort afoze- 
ſayd, was ſet foxth towards Sealand, tothe ende there 
to conaop the Parchants ſhippes, which are to paſſe to- 
wards England, Fraunce , Scotland, and Calt Freeſland,

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Immediately after, it happened that ſhis afe:eſayde black 
Gallie being at ſea, and ſeeing thzec Gallyes of the Sluce 
which had taken a ſhippe, which was compaſſed betwene 
twoGallies, being determined fo carrie the ſame into the 
Hanen of the luce, the ſayde blacke Galley hindzed them 
of their purpoſe, and came p;eſently in all hafle ts helpe 
the ſame ſhippe , diſcharging her Ozdinance very vebe⸗ 
mently at one of the ſapde Gallyes, ſo that Chee did al- 
molt vtterlp ſpople the ſame, and made her gladde ta fipps 
away. Then with all haſte ſollo wing the other two Gal⸗ 
lies which had taken the ſhip, thee ſo diſcharged her © 2di- 
nance at them, that they were conſtrained te leaue the 
hippe, and ſaue themſelues : ſo that the ſay» Galley of 
Dort did releaſe the ſhippe , and the the Galltes fledde as 
way into the luce: howbeit, they were veris much end a⸗ 
maged by the ſhot of the blacke Galley. 

16 oo. betwerne the nine t twentie, and thirtie dapes 
ofthe moneth of Nonember, the ſayde blacke Galley of 
Dort, withth;re 02 4. Sleopes which were with her, vn⸗ 
vertooke a woozthie fant befoze the Citie of Anrwerpe, 
where they with a ſtout enterp2iſe ſepſed on the Admiralles 
ſhippe, which was well appoynted with Dzdinance,hauing 
in her lixtcene bzaſle paces, and tenne fron caſt paces of 
o2dinance, with certaine ſtone caſt peeces, which ©2db- 
nance lay thz& rowes high: and the ſayde Avomiralles ſhip 
is ofthe burden of about nine tie laſts, being ſo farze a ſhip, 
that there is none like the ſame in all Holland and Sealand. 
Likewiſe they toke alſs the ſhippe of Bruſſell, in the which 
were foure bꝛaſſe psetes of ©zdinance , with the ſhippe of 
Mechelen, contatning foute bzafle peeces : and mozeoner, 
fue conuvy ſhippes, containing euetie of them foure pæcts 
of ©2dirance, which 8. chippes appoynte d as afozeſaive, 
were taken by the ſayde blacke Galley , with thze 02 foure 
Sloopes which were with her, they being in — 
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their liues : fo; when they paſſed by Oordam, thoſe of the 
Sconce thought them to bee Sloops, which carried munt- 
tion and pzouant toward Hulft in Flanders, but they were 
other oops, which they had not expected: but becanſethey 
toke them to bee friendes, thoſe of Oordam dis not diſcharge 
their Dzdinance at them. And ovr Galley being paſt the 
Sconce, they pꝛeſentiy aboarded the Adwirall. The Pari- 
ners whereof, ſome were ſlain , and ſome leapt aner: han 
— — except two boyes, which they bꝛaug ht 
them. 

Thus bappt ned it with the ſayde ippe the Azmirall, 
and with the ſhippe of Brulcll, the ſhip of Mechelen, and the 
five other conuoy ſhippes, the wert bzought to Flu- 
ſhing, where they lie fogether, The Burgars of Antwerpe 
were veriefearefull, and dis ſhut thetr gates, without ops- 
ning them againe in t wo dayes,keping careful watch, ſea⸗ 
ring they were betrayed. 

In this wo2thle victozie, they got the layde fayze thi 
of the Admiralles, the ſhip of Brüel and the ſayde l 
of Mechelen, and the ſayd flue ronuop Hippes, in which 
eight chippes were fiftie foure peeces of Dzdinance, befives 
te ttaine ſtone peeces, which were in the Avmiralles. And 
thts is the Galley, whereof men did often take, ſaying that 
it would pꝛooue loſt labour foz this conntrey 2 but it hath 
—— to the contrarte, by this wozthte fac happened, as 
is afozeſayd. 

This wofhle victozie haue thoſe of the blacke Galley 
obtained, with (mall lofſe of their men, to witte,there were 
flaine in the winning of theſe tight ſhips foare of our men, 
and ſire were hurt. Whatſoener they now are doing, with 
the helpe of God, the time will makemanifeft.
